Fighting in Hills 
American 
troops

ewes should be taken from the 
lambs leaving the lambs in quar­ 
ters where they have been accus­ 
tomed to be. 
A week or so before 
they are to 
be 
weaned, 
they 
should be allowed to graze on the 
feed intended for them through 
tho weaning period. It is better to 
have them where the feed is fresh 
and good even though the place 
is unfam iliar to them rather than 
leave them where the 
feed 
is 
poor. 
Another method of weaning is 
to get the ewes and lambs gradu­ 
ally accustomed to being separ­ 
ated. 
You 
begin 
this 
method 
while the lambs 
are 
not 
old 
enough to do without m ilk. 
lambs 
can 
be 
placed 
on 
cleanest best pasture while 
ewes are finishing up the 
second-rate pasture allowing the 
ewes and lambs to be together 
only in the dry lot. If this method 
is begun early enough parasites 
can in a large measure be kept out 
of the lambs.

This sort 
of

has been going on for the past couple 
of 
years as military and political 
expediency 
dictated. 
Von Rundstedt is of the Prussian 
mili­ 
tary clique. Rommel rose from the 
Nazi 
rank s. Von Rundstedt has 
always 
been 
Ro mmel's superior. Rut Nazi propaganda 
had indicated that Rommel 
was to 
com­ 
mand the second-front forces, lf past per­ 
fo rm ances are any g uide, Rommel’s 
ap­ 
pointment was a reflectio n of Nazi 
confi­ 
dence that the inv asio n could he 
sto pped. 
The fact that Vo n Rundstedt is tak ing a 
mo re activ e part might 
indicate 
ebbing 
co nfidence. 
When the g o 
g*ts to ug h, Hitler falls 
back o n the m ilitary clique. Prussian g en­ 
erals predo minated at the start of the Rus­ 
sian campaig n, tho ug h neither the 
cam­ 
paig ns no r the Feuhrer’s intuitio n aro used 
their enthusiasm . 
A s the Germans ro lled 
alo ng 
to ward 
Mo sco w, early in the war, there were fre­ 
quent replacements o f J unker officers by 
g o o d party men. H itler’s intuition then 
was rig ht, and the J unkers were wrong. 
So me o f the Prussian g enerals “died,” oth­ 
ers were retired because o f “ill 
health.” 
But after Staling rad, the 
replacements 
started g o ing the o ther 
way. 
It is likely that Vo n Rundstedt has been 
called in to do an emerg ency fireman jo b, 
and that when defeat 
appears inev itable 
be may be replaced by Ro mmel o r so me 
o ther N azi. 
Fo r 
H itler obv iously 
still 
fears the Prussian J unkers as 
much 
as 
they sco rn him. Their alliance has always 
been unco mfo rtable. 
When thing s were g o ing well, it was to 
H itler’s adv antag e to put Nazi g enerals at 
the bead o f the v icto rio us fo rces and thus 
build party prestig e. But it is equally to 
his adv antag e to hav e the army 
o ut 
o f 
Prussian hands when defeat co mes. Other­ 
w ise they m ig ht turn upo n him and 
his 
party and take the army with them. 
They will undo ubtedly 
blame him for 
defeat. They will be bitter, for they hav e 
wanted m ilitary supremacy as ardently as 
H itler, and they hav e wanted it longer.

achiev ed,

terprise ? The

enthus­ 
iasts seem to hav e the best of it, since gov ­ 
ernm ent spending nev er made much of a 
reputation for itself as a debt reducer or 
a prescription for prosperity. 
So all the priv ate-enterprise enthusiasts

The electrocardiograph machine

a heartache or whoso heart is sk ip-

Ev erybody k nows tha t difficult or 
labored breathing, dyspnoea, as 
the doctors call it, is a sign of 
heart disease. 
Fundamentally it 
is dup to the need of the tissue 
cells for oxygen. 
Shortness of Breath 
The athlete after a 
race Is 
breathing in a labored fashion be­ 
cause the effort of the race has 
caused his muscles to use up an 
extra amount of oxygen and to 
accumulate a lot of carbon dioxide. 
His heart being strong he is soon 
adjusted to a state of compensa­ 
tion. 
The w’eak heart muscle of 
the he a rt patient causes the same 
condition as exertion does in the 
case of the athlete, so he is short 
of breath a t rest. 
A gre at many people, howev er, 
in 
these 
emotional 
times 
find 
themselv es with sighing respira­ 
tion and since this imitates the 
labored breathing of heart disease 
they conclude they are in tha t 
class. 
This has long been k nown 
as functional, or nerv ous, dysp­ 
noea. It can easily be distinguished 
by any doctor, if he tak es the t rou­ 
ble to examine the heart of such 
a person. 
In fact it can be dis­ 
tinguished by the character of the 
breathing. 
The commonest sen­ 
sation is tha t the breath doesn’t 
get to the bottom of the lung*. 
The breathing is not exactly lab­ 
ored—there is a sighing and a 
panting type. 
It isn’t present all 
the time, but comes in spells. You 
can put it down not to heart 
discase but to the difficult condi­ 
tions of our time.
